Twenty  seven  villages  are  supplied  with  water  from,  the 
council's  water  mains  and  .18  villages  are  dependent  on  wells 
and  springs.  The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  but  due  to 
the  exceptionally  dry  summer  the  mains  supply  to  8 villages 
was  unsatisfactory.  With  the  excoption  of  Llanon,  Tolgcorrcg 
and  Alltyplacca  water  supply  schemes,  the  water  supplying  the 
district  is  plumbo- solvent  and  the  use  of  load  pipes  is 
prohibited.
